The application has been amended as follows: 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1,6,9,29,32 directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claim 13,14 are directed to the process of making or 
using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 8/22/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,4,6-29,32 and 33 

Regarding Claim 1,6,9,29,32, 

Lee et al discloses (Fig. 3C.5A, 5B) the picture element electrode includes a solid 
area (190) including a plurality of unit solid areas; in each of the plurality of picture 
element regions, a storage capacitance (133c) connected electrically in parallel to a 
liquid crystal capacitance which includes the picture element electrode, the first 
substrate has an area where no solid area (192) of the picture element electrode is 
provided; and at least a part of the storage capacitance (133c) is located in the area of 
the first substrate where no solid area (192) is provided. A storage capacitor line 
extends in a direction such that a central elongated portion corresponding to a central 
portion of at least part of the storage capacitor line is aligned in the area where no solid 
area is provided. The central elongated portion of the storage capacitor line is not 
aligned to overlap with any significant parts of the unit solid portions areas (190); the 
first substrate further includes a second insulating layer (180) for covering at least the 
thin film transistor and the storage electrode (133c); and the picture element electrode 
(190) is provided on the second insulating layer (180). 

The prior art does not disclose nor would it be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify Lee et al to include an insulator in between the storage capacitance 
line and storage electrode; wherein the storage capacitance line including at least one 
line stem extending parallel to the scanning line and a line branch branched from at 
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least one line stem including a storage electrode having at least one electrode stem 
opposing the one line stem with the first insulating layer interposed and an electrode 
branch branched from the one electrode stem where the storage capacitor line is not 
aligned to overlap with any significant parts of the unit solid area of the pixel element 
electrode. 

Claims 4,1 1 -28 depends on Claim 1 , therefore are allowable. 
Claims 7,8 depend on Claim 6, therefore are allowable. 
Claim 10 depend on Claim 9, therefore is allowable. 

Claim 33 depend on Claim 32, therefore is allowable.
